— German experiments liave shown 
that e.t-t-ii on pillars remain nearly ui>- 
right and sastaiu tla-ir load in very hot ;

HELPS TO GOOD LIVING. 

Cheap l.nxnrlr* of xvblch Ihe Mijorlly ol 
f'arm«*ri« Drprtt# ThemsHYr*. 

The bill of fare in most farra-hooses 
might lx' greatly improved without in- 
curring any additional expense. The 
great trouble with it is its uniformity. 
Not only are the same kinds of food 
served during several months in each 
year, but they are ordinarily cooked in 
the same manner. People living on 
farms become tired of kinds of food 
that rauk as luxuries in large towns 
and for which the country boarder | 
manifests a strong liking, because 
they have them in so great abundance. 
Among them are rich milk, fresh eggs, 
and home-made bread. People who 
live in farm-houses do not care for milk 
to drink, and eat but few eggs, while 
the baker’s bread, that is despised in 
cities, is regarded as an article of 
luxury. In eating, as in almost every- 
thing else, people care little abont the 
things they can have for the asking, 
but are very desirous to obtain articles 
that are not at hand. The dairy res- 
taurant at which milk, cream, hulled 
corn and home-made bread are served 
is very popular in large towns, but it 
would receive no patronage in a 
country village. There would be no 
demand for buttermilk in a country 
saloon, though much is sold in city 
drinking-places. 

On the whole, the living in cities is 
much better than in tho country, chiefly 
for three reasons: There is a much 
better variety of food, more condiment* 
and better cooking. It is practical for 
farmers to supply their tables with s 
much greater variety of food without 
any additional expenw). Generally they 
have no fresh fisli, nnless they happen 
to live near a lake or river and hare 
time to “go a-fishing.” It is practical 
to have a fish pond on most farms, in 
which carp can be raised. It is not the 
best sort of fish, but it is much better 
than none, and it can be raised at little 
cost, now that breeding stock is dis- 
tributed by the Government. An occa- 
sional change from meat to fish is very 
desirable. It is alike promotive v>f 
health and pleasure. Farmers should 
keep a few sheep if for no other pur- 
pose than affording mutton for home 
consumption. Mutton is the best fresh 
meat for farmers during warm weather, 
as it keeps longer than beef or pork. 
Farmers who raise turkeys, ducks and 
geese in addition to chickens can have 
as good a variety of fowls for the table 
as city people have- 

Farmers generally have better green 
coin, potatoes, green pens and beans 
thau city people do, for the reason that 
they can obtain them fresh from the 
garden and field. T!:ey do not, how- 
ever, ordinarily have a 1 irge variety ol 
garden vegetables, or tnose that are of 
a good quality. The list is generally 
confined to beets, onions and cabbage. 
L 'ttucc. radishes; egg plants ami caul - 
flower wool 1 be regarded as curiosities 
if seen in gardens in most parts of the 
country. Most farmers raise cucum- 
bers and -quashes, and sometimes the 
hoys in the place are allowed to plant 
a /civ i.i Ion -evils on the silt* of an old 
hav.-t. c* or d j:ig heap. No attempt, 
hoivi-ver. is mad ' to secure a large sup- 
ply ol choice melons of several varie- 
ties. During the past fifteen years the 
I introduction of melons has produced 
quire a revolution in living in cities.

Let- J 
tuce. peppers, nasturtium cress, par- 
ley, sage, summer savory and thyme 
should be raised in the garden of every 
farmer. A bed of watercress on the 
bank of a stream, the margin of a 
pond, or the side of a spring will fur- 
nish one of the most desired condiments 
during half the year. As a relish for 
eating with meat or with bread or but- 
ter It lias no superior. Sweet potatoes 
are much nn.re easilv raised than most 
farmers suppose, and enough to supply 
the wants of a family can be produced 
on a" square roil of rich soil. The best 
substitute for them is the Hufibard 
squash baked “on the half shell.”

The 
best fuel for broiling is charcoal, which 
farmers In many parts of the country 
obtain at a reasonable rate, or can pre- 
pare themselves. Its value in domes- 
tic economy is not appreciated in most 
parts of our country as it is abroad.— 
Chicago Times.

FARM AND FIRESIDE. 

— The question is not what could be 
done if we h:ul certain other thing*, but 
what cau wo do to make the most of 
what we have. 

— A sheep well led and protected 
during the winter will yield in the 
spring two pounds more of wool than 
one that has been half starved. 

— When butter is gathered in the 
churn in granular form, it is never 
overchurned. Pounding it after it is in 
a lump or large mass is what over- 
churns it 

— Warm water pat in the cellar on 
cold nights to prevent freezing, should 
lie in dosed vessels, which warm up 
the air. making it dryer without evapor- 
ating moisture into it. 

— Green Sponge Cake: Two teacups 
of sugar, one of cream, two of flour, 
four eggs, one teasmmafui of baking 
powder and one teaspoonful extract 
lemon; bake quickly. 

— Sever set the lamp upon a red 
table-cover; if y.a^-.in not find lime to 
make a green lani^ mat. put a piece of 
green card-board under the lamp, and 
you will liud the reflection upon your 
work much more agreeable to the eyes 
than that from the fed cover. 

— Creamed Apples: — Pare your fruit 
and either scald or bake it until suf- 
ficiently soft to pulp it through a colan- 
der; sweeten to taste, till your glasses 
three parts full with it. then plentifully 
sprinkle in some powdered cinnamon, 
put a good layer of rich whipped cream 
on the top and sift white sugar over it, 

— A little meal stir.'cd into a pail of 
water gives it a relishahls flavor, and 
induces a cow to drink more, besides 
affording s un • additional nourishment. 
It the temperature of the water is first 
raided to seventy or eighty degrees, it 
is all the better, since the cow will 
drink more warm water than she will 
cold. 

— To prepare zante currants for cake, 
put them in a colander, set the colander 
in a large pan of water. «:id unless 
there arc stones in. th • s in.l and stems 
will all s *ttle in the pan. If you 
*J'ii the currants thoroughly in this 
way. yon will he surprised at the 
results, as it t ikes less time and water 
than in the old way. an i it is so much 
easier to rub them clean. 

— The lamas of a well-brel, well-fel 
hog nr.- said to jirese.it only :ri*i.tl one- 
twentieth part of his g.-os- weight. An 
animal of this nature urt-t necessarily 
carry a great deal of fat, but the impor- 
tance of making it well muscled to ' 
keep it from complete degeneracy is 
self-evident to anv thoughtful person; 
lienee, inasmuch as the natural tenden- 
cy of the hog is to fa*, feelers should 
make it a point to counteract the evil 
by u-ing the most nutritious feed to 
the exclusion of fat-forming foo l. 

— It would hardly pay the farmer to, 
engage in the poultry business beyond 1 
the keeping of two or throedozeu fowls 
for family use. unl '-s there should be 
sonic one ah *ut the place who would 
make it a special business to look after 
tie* poultry and like to do it. Some- 
time* the service of a good, steady boy. : 
wiiois a natural fancier, may be secured 
at a small cost, and all of his time may lie 
profitably employed in caring for 2U0 
or 800 hens, or, if lie lie e X jpcriencod , j 
probably &:xi or 60k i.i embarking in 
the business it is liest not to start out 
on too large a sc lie. 

AOOUT MANURING. 

The Uae of I'naut-rr iil t>rt I /..-r* and the 

ll*»aing I u*Jrr of i l-n'er. 

In opening this article 1 submit these 
general proposition.: First, to grow a 
crop of any kind profitably it is neces- 
sary to have siilli- ient plant food in the 
roil in au available form to produce a 
maximum crop. Second, this mav be 
atlaiucd by the application of manure 
«>r commercial fer iliaers. or, on soils 
which have plant food in an unavail- 
able form in toe subs til, clover plowed 
down will have the same effect. Clover 
is a wonderful renovator of (he soil. I 
a n not of the opinion, however, that it 
adds any f -niiiziag malcrial to the soil, 
but renders available that which is in 
the soil, and pumps up the plant food 
in the subsoils. 1 a n in favor of 
making, saving and applying all the 
manure that can lie made upon the 
lann, and believe in sowing clover 
K upon all liliaiib- land where it is a b;*ne- 
w fit to t;ic soil. 

f I aw in favor of “green man tiring” 
so far i- • a:i be practiced a-.lvanla- 
gisHtsly. Fie* trouble with baravard 
manure is that there is never enough. 

J he trouble with clover and green ma- 
nure i that while they are good so far 
as they go, tuey do not go far enough 
on naturally thin soil* to amouut to 
much in the way of fertilizing the soil 
for a crop uiinoiit the previous applica* 
lion of manure or commercial fertil- 
izers. I t him;, therefore, that commer- 
cial fertilizers have co:nc to be a neces- 
sity in this s -c. lo t of country, especially 
ill the growing of wheat, yiats and 
gr.t". 1 b. lievc in carefully husband- 
ing all the manure we cau make. 1 
ai-o Is lievc it is economical and good 
farming to apply this on land to be put ‘ 
in corn, p atoes an 1 other crops that 
are to *>e planted in spring, aud use 
commercial fertilizers on wheat and 
***•-'• Those who have a soil on which j 
fertilizers can be used with success will 
find it to their a 1 vantage to follow this 
••onrsc. Of course every farmer must 
be his own judge, according to location, 
soil. etc., bat 1 speak of farmers situa- 
t«sl similarly to those in this section of 
country, lie are distant from anv ' 
large city aud must therefore depend 
on general farming.

OLD SQUIRE BEASLEY. 

to uftt ciatlng i.rulua of th* Fimra 
t.retna lireta of America. 

The village of Aberdeen. O., directly 
i opposite this city, has become famous 
I within the la*t quarter of a century as 
| the Gretna Green of America. More 
couples arc married there in a year 
' than in many large cities of the cotin- 
| try. It is the haven of runaway lovers 
from Kentucky, although couples go 
there from Ohio, Indiana. Illinois, and 
even Sew York. Aberdeen is a pretty 
place of about nine hundred inhabit- 
ants. It is situated on the Ohio river, 
sixty-one miles above Cincinnati, and 
is reached by steamer and ferry- 
boat- The town is a leading tobacco 
market Runaway marriages have be- 
come so frequent at Alierdeen that the 
people pay no attention to them. There 
are sometimes six or seven weddings a 
day. The veteran marrying ’Squire is 
M assie Beasley, who is now seventy- 
seven years old. He has held his pres- 
ent office continuously fortwenty years, 
and is always re-elected without oppo- 
sition. Every grade of society appears 
liefore 'Squire Beasley to have the hy- 
meneal knot tied. He is a good-hearted 
old fellow, and if the pair have no 
money to pay the fee, which is often 
the case, he dismisses them with his 
blessing. Some of the couples arrive 
in carriages and are dressed in silks 
and broadcloth. Others enter his otfiea 
barefooted and in rags, but the ’Squire 
never turns them away, no matter how 
forlorn or pitiable their condition. Ho 
marries people at the dead of night 
when they are iu a hurry to escape the 
wrath of pursuing fathers or brothers. 

’Squire Beasley's office has furnished 
many sensations which never got into 
the newspapers. On two or three oc- 
casions the wedding has been harshly 
interrupted by the arrival of pursuers 
just in time to prevent the ceremony. 
The age of applicants fur his services 
makes no difference to Mr. Beasley. , 
He has united boys of thirteen and 
girls of eleven, but up to this time ho i 
has never been involved many trouble. ; 
The oldest pair to enter matrimony be- 
fore the marrying ’Squire was a man 
of eighty and a woman of seventy-two. 1 
It had been a wonder how many mere 
children could lie wedded without 
making the justice liable to fine and 
imprisonment. It seems that Beasley 
is a law unto himself, lie asks no j 
questions, and aims to make every body 
happy without regard to age or color. I 
Most of Ids patrons are from Kentucky, 
and the marriage laws of that State 
are decidedly crude and indefinite. 
Within the last five years West Virginia 
has sent many of her young people to 
Aberdeen to be married. "Squire 
Beasley has tied the knot for 4.153 
couples in the sixteen years of his | 
career in that time. His predecessor, j 
'Squire Shelton, who has been dead I 
many years, married 5.t»J couples in I 
his life. In thirty years nearly 10,003 | 
pairs of lovers have b«-en made happy ! 
or miserable in Aberdeen. 

'Squire Beasley i- youthful iu spirits, 1 
lieing a man of line social qualities. ! 
His office is at his residence, a two- j 
story brick, just on tho outskirts of the 
town. There, with Ids only son. Cap- 1 
Lain Tom Beasley, he keeps bachelor's 
ball. The room used for matrimonial 
purposes is large and attractive. It 
contains an oM-fasliioned biok-casa 
ami table, cozy arm-chairs, n bedstead, 
and the 'Squire's pet mocking bird. I 
Hie experiences of Mr. Beasley prove 
that people will undergo almost any 
hardship to get married. The run- 
aways knock at his doors at all hours 
of the night in the worst of weather. 
They come on horseback and on foot, 
frequently being only a few minutes 
ahead of the infuriated father. 

The records of the 'Squire's office 
show that L *wis County, Kentucky, 
sends the most runaways to Gretna 
Green, although every county in that 
State is well rear *s -n'e 1 in his register. 
Ohio couples are req lired to produce a 
license, and in this way Mr. B-asley 
saves liimsi-lf from being amenable to 
the laws of that Stale. 

Although "S j lire B -asl?y is a jovial 1 
fellow, lie is aggravating!}- reticent 1 
about his career as a dispenser of mat- j 
riinoniul bonds. He has refused re- 
peatedly to be interviewed on the sub- 
ject and will not have his picture taken. | 
'! lie ’Squire keeps his records, not in a 
book, but on slips of paper. He savs 



MARRIED BLESSEDNESS. 

A Sensible Chapter on the Pleaenree and 
Slii ties ol Matrimony. 

Wo do not hail this compulsory 
competition for nelf-support by wom- 
en as a wholesome sign, for it is not. 

There is a remedy that is in the 
hands of young men. Perhaps its 
use depends upon increasing the cer- 
tainty of work and the stability of 
wages, and perhaps, loo, these must 
follow its us?. Who can tell? 

This remedy is in wife-seeking by 
young men. We do not agree that a 
married w Oman’s life is one of de- 
pendence, for it is not. In the man- 
agement of her household and the 
nurture and cuituro of her children 
she is self-supporting in n higher 
sense than when working for wages 
merely to support her own necessi- 
ties. Withdrawn from the wage- 
working ranks, the disappearance of 
her competition adds to the volunto of 
wages the margin between the 
cheaper labor and tho higher wages 
< f a man, and her influence upon the 
temperance and frugality of her hus- 
band usually so far restrains bis use- 
less or vicious expen li'uro so as to 
net in the volume of w ages an amount 
equal to what she would earn. 

As a social force, tending to a bet- 
ter and more orderly life in the man 
who inarrie l her. she becomes a most 
important agent of the st to. She 
stands in the placj of prison and 
policeman, of judge aud jury. So the 
married woman is crowned with much 
honor and her life is full of gloiy. 

The advice to young men to marry 
is not limited to those who confess* 
themselves wage- workers, but is ap- 
plicable to those who boast of belong- 
ing to the salaried class— clerks, 
book-keepers, solicitors, agents f irc- 
men, la sses, etc. 

A man can marry sensibly and 
safely on $10 a week. At $20 a week 
lie is without excuse for celibacy, and 
at a w age above that his abstention 
becomes almost a crime against so- 
ciety. lie is almost sure to be wast- 
ing a large share of bis earnings upon 
the tmj.r vices. II- is a menace to 
virtue, a promoter of debauchery, a 
danger to the stale. 

If voting men will not marry the 
upright girls in their own station, who 
are willing to help found a home, they 
must expect .b meet these girls in the 
for self-support as wage- 
workers in an increasing competition, 
which adds continually to tho evils of 
society that flow from a lack of th? 
normal percentages < l marriage. 

Filially, wages adjust themselves to 
a celibate s. ci. ty. In one of his de- 
cisions involving a question of labor 
and wages, Ji. slice Field has wisely 
said that wages -n this cunutry should 
l»e adjusted, not to t lie slniidatd of 
self-slippe ri for the wag -worker liiin— 
seif. They should lie determined bv 
the higher standard • f his ability to 
maintain lespi c'ablv bis wife and his 
children. 'Jo j lovidc for them a c >ni- 
fortal Ic home, which lie owns and the 
means to enjoy li e v.orsliiip of God 
and its elevating influences, and to 
seek prop< r schooling ami culture. 
Therein he uttered the law aud the 
pr< p! cts upon the issue, which in- 
volves not ml,- the domestic happi- 
ness of llic in- livid nal, -but the safety 
anil greatness of tic slate. — Sun 
Francisco A iu.
